our literature. Shakespeare owed much 
to Hakluyt’s “ Principal Navigations.” 
Milton owed much more. 
As the years 
passed on Richard Hakluyt, in his own 
quaint language, continued “ to wade 
still further and further in the sweet 
„ ---------- —...... tv- Bandie of the historieof cosinograpbie, 
freshing his memory as to those best 1 aud 
achieved his great task, which 
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adapted to his purpose. The fact that 
these two “ joke pots” were kept so 
well supplied by friends who volunteer- j 
ed their contributions is in itself ample I 
testimony to the personal charm widely 
exercised by this warm hearted master 
of black and white.—Harper’s Weekly.
